Drawing Congressional & Legislative Districts Top ss

The -U.S; © Constitution 
requires that everyone in the 
United States - citizen.or not - 
must be counted every 10 years. 
The U.S. Census -Bureau began 
counting the population in 1790 
under the direction of Thomas 
Jefferson. That--first census 
revealed that the country had 
3,929,214. inhabitants. Last. 
week the Census released their 
findings, which was a far cry 
from the count of 1790. 

According to their figures, the 


_ U.S. population increased to- 


281.4 million in 2000. This isa 
13.2 percent increase over the 
1990 census ‘of 248.7 million. 
Thecensus is.used to reappor- 
tion to each state the 435 seats in 
the) Wie Ss) “House fof 
Representatives and to edistrict 
legislative seats in edéh’ state 
eapitol basedooh Tpopuladune * 
ae much federal tax money is 


ycated. to the states based 
on their population, So, this is 


a- big thing for, a lot of reasons. 

It did not come as any sur- 
prise ‘that the population is’ still 
shifting: to the South and the 
West which grew by 14.8 and 
10.4 million respectively. And 
while no state lost. population 
during the last 10 years (which 
was-a first), the Northeast and 
the Midwest grew much slower 


than the rest of the country gain- - 


ing only 2.8 and 4.7’ million 
respectively. What did come as 
a surprise to some was the fact 
that Texas supplanted New York 
as the nation’s second-most- 
populous state. This must make 
President-elect George W. Bush 
proud. 

California grew by more than 
4 million since 1990 and 
remained the nation’s most pop- 
ulous: state with. 33.9 million 
residents, The: least populous 
state remains Wyoming with 
493,782 residents. Nevada 
experienced the highest rate of 
growth in the last decade, with 
its population increasing by 66.3 
percent over the past decade to 
796,424. 

Alabama’s. growth rate of. 
10.1 percent was slightly below 
the natibnal figure of 13,2 per- 
cent, According to the census, 


Alabama has 4,447,100 resi-* 


dents, an increase of 10. | per- 
cent from the 4,040,587 people 
counted in the 1990 census, To 
put it all ‘in perspective, 
Alabama's . population is 
approximately 13 percent 
greater than the entire U.S, pop- 
ulation when, the first census 
was taken in 1790. 

So, what does all of this mean 
for Alabama? First of all, we 
grew enough in the last ten 
years to keep our seven sts in 
the U.S, House or 
Representatives in Washington. 
Eight states (Arizona, Georgia, 
Florida, Texas, California, 
Colorado, Nevada and North 
Carolina) picked up seats in 
congress and ten states (New 
York, | Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut, Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Mississippi,' Ohio, 
Oklahoma and Wisconsin) lost 
representation in congress. 

It is now up to the Alabama

Since the U.S. Census Bureau 
will not have the population 
breakdown within each State 
until the Spring, the legislature 
will not be able to begin its work 
on this process. for three or four 
months. It is likely that the leg- 


‘islature will not be able to ade- 


quately. address this issue during 
the regular session of the legis- 


lature (February-May) and it is. 
expected that we will return in ~ 


the Summer in special session to 
craft the new district lines. 
Without a-doubt, the drawing 
of the new congressional and 
legislative district. lines will-be 
the most- difficult and challeng- 
ing. task before the legislature 
this year.

Dec. 2, 1998. “For two 


decades, men could only go to

Selective Service Change of 
Address Form; this new web 
page will make the process 
more convenient for men who 
have Internet access.” It.is also

Time To Organize 


For some of us, no time is a
